of maturity dates of any of the plurality of certificates of deposit in the first portion . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the second portion is used 
when an investor requests liquidation of funds Invested in at least one certificate of 
deposit at a time before the certificate of deposit matures.
